crats’ for the most part arrayed in} 


“Topposition and supported by the 
Progressives, this issue promises 
--to be one of the hardest fought in 
the tax reduction programs. 

Although Mills was silent as to 
other phases of reduction,. leaders 
of “Woth “parties “showed favor to 
a tt of at least one percent in 
the porporation tax rate and re- 
peal of the amusement tax. Repeal 
of the automobile tax and _ re- 
vision of income rates also will 
bé. demanded with prospects of 
strong opposition.
